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Claim 15 (New): A method of visually analyzing gene expression or protein localization in a 
cell comprising the steps of: 

(a) providing a cell transfected with a vector comprising the DNA of any of 
claims 9, 12, 14 or 17; 

(b) culturing the cells under conditions to express a fluorescent protein encoded 
by the vector; and 

(c) detecting the presence of the fluorescent protein. 

Claim 16 (New) The method of claim 15, wherein the cell is a mammalian cell. 

Claim 17 (New) DNA encoding a fluorescent protein comprising an amino acid sequence that 

differs from SEQ ID No. 1 by only mutations Tyr66His, Tyrl45Phe, Vall63Ala, and Serl75Gly. 
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
